The following announcempnt regard- 
ing the curriculum of the McOlll Con- 
tingent C.O.T.C., was i.ssucil la«l 
i-veniiii; by the Adjutant, Capl. J. C 
Sinipsun: — 

H.V a rt>sulutlon of Corporation pa.ss- 
cd last spring, every male iirilish stu- 
dent In the first throe years at MelJiU 
I'liivemity, will this year be required 
to participate in the military training 
which will be provided by the Uni- 
versity. 

This decision was arrived at prim- 
arily because of a realization of the 

gravity of the present war crisis, liul 
apart frnni this. It was fell that, whilst 
the I'nivcr.xity is wltlioul a (gymnas- 
ium, military training will provi' to Ix' 
a Kriat l.irlur in lirlii;;lMi; tnnetlier 
sli:ilt :its of nil I'";k'ii11 il';; dii a eoniniiin 
gi'ouiul, ami ill Ktiinu'ating a healthy 
interest in athletics and outdoor ex- 
ercises. 

OwinK to the fact that this decision 
was not arrived nt by Corporation, un- 
til the close of the last session, many 
.Irlails wlileh will lie involved in car- 
rying the résolution Into eflect could 
not be definitely seitleil until after 
the opeiiln;; of this session. These 
have now been .satisfactorily arranged, 
and the I'olUiwinK statement Is Intend- 
ed to iilace before the students the 
general plan which is to be followed: 

The work of training is lo be un- 
der >the direction of the McOili Uni- 
versity Contingent of the Canadian 
Officers' Training feorps, an Organiza- 
tion which has as its primary object 
the provision of a standardized meas- 
ure of military training; for students 
of the University. The Contlntrent is 
organized under the iirovlsions of tiec- 
tlon 22 of the ''.Militia .Vet of Canada," 
and Is under the direct control of the 
Militia Department. Within the Uni- 
versity a Committee on Military In- 
struction appointed by the University 
and of which Sir WlHlam Peterson is 
President, is responalble for the co-> 
ordination of the work of the Con- 
tingent with that of the University, 
and for the general supervision of its 
work. 

A Student's Regiment. 

During last year, when military 
Work wa.s viiluntary, some li.'iO stu- 
dents Joined the Contingent the bal- 
ance of its establishment being made 
up of gradnatoH and business and 
professional men. This year, with the 
increased number of students, it will 
be possible to efficiently carry on the 
work without the addition of the non- 
student element, nnd mi-mbershlp will 
be limited to students, a small num- 
ber of graduates and a limited num- 
ber of non-sHidents who have had pre- 
vious military training with the Con- 
tingent and wlio are now di sirous of 
training fur officers' rnialification. ami 
who sign an agreement to go overseas 
when qualified. Not more than twen- 
ty applications in this latter class have 
been received. 

The contingent, therefore, will this 
year be emphatically a student or- 
ganisation with student non-commis- 
sioned officers, and with students fill- 
ing the positions of Junior officers. 

During the paat summer the (jffi- 
cer* and non-commlssloned officers of 
tha ContinfTcnt. who were resident In 
the city, undertook the training of a 
battalion of busines.s men. Thia work 
w.is carried to a most successful con- 
cltisiuii, and this Auxiliary Battalion 
was disbanded on September I'tth. 
1916. The officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers who undertook this 
training were, for the most part, grad- 
uates and business men. These men 
have been training «ontinuou.tly for 
the last year, and nowrorm one of the 
most highly efficient body of Instruc- 
tors to be found In Canada outside the 
K.vpcditionary I'Virce. Their services 
will be retained during the winter as 
in instructional staff, particularly in 
tlkc training of the large number of 
recruits who will enter the Contin- 
gent; they will not, however, enter In- 
to the organisation of the battalion. 

Time Required. 

Btudents taking up military work 
will be classified, broadly, under^wo 
heads: Klrst. those who are taking up 
the ordinary mlllt.ary training, and 
secondly, tlui.se wlio Intend to train 
with a view lo examination for offi- 
cers' cjualiflcatlon. 

The lime reijulred of the first class 
of students will be as follows: 
Tuesday afternoon — 4 to 8 p.m. 
Thursday evening— 7.45 to 10 p.m. 
Alternate Saturday afternoons— 2.45 
to 5.1 S p.m. 

This will be the maximum time, and 
will Include all the work required, 

Students who Intend I» follow the 
course for officers training will be re- 
quired to Klve. ill adrlilloil to the 
above, one bour lat a time tu lip dp. 
elded after consultation with stu 
dents) per week for a lecture and ev- 
I ly .S;iiiiiclay aftemonn. 

Tlie fii.'i parade of the Contingent 
will be held on Thursday evening, 
October 12th, at 7.45 $.m., precisely, 
on the Campus.

THE O.O.T.O. ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The annoimcement of the C.O.T.C. published in another column 
is of more than passing interest to the students of the University. 
"While the resolution calling for military training passed by the 
Corporation yet the details of its operation was lefwi the hands of 
the officers of the C.O.T.C. Before anything definite could be ] 
done it was neecssarv that hours most suitable to the majority of 
the students be found and this being done, the present announce- 
ment followed. 

It is hardly noccssnrv- to repeat what has been said time and 
again concerning the desirability of a form of military training for 
the young men of the Dominion. Many students attending McGill 
desire to take some form of drill but have been prevented from doing 
BO because of the impossibility of training with any of the city regi- 
ments without giving up studies. This difficulty is surmounted 
by the present ari-angements. There is one tiling which should be 
kept in mind by those who will be responsible for tlie enrollment 
of the different companies and it is that this be kept a distinctly 
University Unit. If the students are required to train they arc at 
least entitled to such a consideration. Jlore than that, since it 
bears the name of McGill it should be a distinctive McGill organiza- 
tion. "While it may be of certain advantage to those in charge of 
the worjc to have outsiders who are familiar with the instruction 
followed in other years, yet there are surely enough capable men 
attending the University to do away with the necessity of enrolling 
outsiders. 

The hope expressed by those in command that students who 
are not obliged to join, <under the resolution of the Corporation of 
the University •will nevertheless do so will in all probability meet 
with a fitting response. While it is somewhat difficult for men in 
theii' last year to assume duties ovej- and above those already rest- 
ing on them, still those who intend to enlist for overseas service 
after graduation will be only too glad to have the opportunity to 
secure a certain amount of preliminary training during the college 
term. "While it is true that there will arise numerous small matters 
whichrwill call for adjustment there is no doubt but that tliese can 
be regulated in a manner which will prove satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. 

One of such is that the present programme as outlined in the 
announcement from the C.O.T.C. headquarters conflicts with the 
Faculty of Law, which has lectures every evening from four o'clock 
.till six. This will be arranged undoubtedly before drill commences, 
the absence of Dean Lee of that Faculty being in all probability res- 
ponsible for the overlooking of this fact. One other thing which 
was not taken into consideration by the Corporation when drafting 
the resolution imposmg compulsory training also concerns the Fac- 
ulty of Law. The Law course unlike the others of the curriculum 
comprises only three years and consequently the Seniors, according 
to the way things stand at the present will be compelled to train. 
This matter is also one that will be regulated when Dean Lee re- 
assumes his duties.

Laval students have addressed the 
following letter to Gen. E. W. WUson,

The regrettable Incidents that hap- 
pened during our annual outing of Oc- 
tober 4 were followed by grave charges 
against our University Corps. 

They accuse us of havinK deliberate- 
ly shown ourselves against recruiting 
by tearing down recruiting signs. 11 
may be that a few of these signs were 
knocked down by accident in the scuf- 
fle between students and police. The 
unjustifiable presence of the police 
i and patrol waggons that morning caus- 
' ed Increased excitement among the stii- 
' dents and caused some of thetn to use 
the platform to protest against this in- 
sult. The police too quickly came to 
the conclusion that this act was a de- 
. monstratlon for anti-militarism. 

All the faculty of Laval iiiiitra in 
protesting against the wicked insinua- 
tions of the English press that tend to 
make people believe that our annual 
outing .was made with intention of 
showing our hostility against recruit- 
ing.

Naughton exhorted the students to 
keep their eyes Upon the goal and ever 
press forward. 

Uuan Adams was next called upon, 
and in refftrrinK to IJcan Moysp's de- 
scription on Thursday night of McCilU 
In its early stages of «rowth, ho said 
that he could claim even an earlier 
knowledge of the University than 
could Dr. Moyso. Montreal was his 
native city. He followed the growth of 
the University throughout lis history, 
relating several humorous recollections 
of the University's early ilays.

Adams mentioned the splendid reeord 
of the Faculty of Hclenee In the iiuni- 
her of Its students, who hail re.simndi il 
to the call to arms.

"Tou may prrliaps wondfr why I 
bother you w'Ah nil Ihis. .is I mw-t 
know that tlip fiKlit "f llu- i'Ht«, how- 
ever .'•plcndii!, is cif minor imiiorlancf 
to you. Fiut. ,Mr.K. UiltrnhuuHp, your 
son did a superb thing on that ter- 
rible morning, and I thought it beat 
to sketch the general dispoaltton of 
onr regiin^nt, in order that you might 
realise the exact clrcumatanca of hla 
death. Before going to tha trenches 
for our dlnastrnu!) toiir, your son came 
to me an«l tolrl me that he had been 
offered a commlNsinn In th<> P. I', f. 
L. I., and nsked im- if lie should take 
It. As the offer v.n.s rntirrly ijtisollcii- 
■ ed, I urged that hf acrept, a« I do not 
think that a greater honor could have 
been 'done hltn. He did accept, and 
on the night of June lat, waa notified 
that on tha foUowlng day he ahould go 
Into the Tpres rampart, where ^e was 
to be examined by the Brigadier-Gen- 
eral ffhe examination In a mild sort 
i,t catechism for form's sake only, prior 
to the final ratification of nne'n rom- 
mlFsion papers). So on the next mom- 
inc your son left the trenohen early 
on the way to Tpres. Everything wb.i 
nulet and nothing foretold the fight 
until SriOfuBL, when the bombardment 
opened with a.enMb. Tonr son wna 
probably by tMa ttine at ZltUbeck, and 
except for a chance ahell, safe. With- 
in an hour of tha commencement of 
the bombardmatit It waa evM«nt there 
waji a big fight on, and ammanltlon 
supports and réserves began In eome 
up. As your son reachd Ypre« hy the 
Jlillle Gate he probably aaw brigade af- 



ter brigade of Canadians coming up. 
At any rate, he, ;iloiir nt scvcnil who 
went out on aimilar errands, did a 
wonderfully fine IhInK— he turned 
round and came back. I have been 
with 'Rltz,' as he Is known to us, ever 
since hla enlistment, and I um sincere 
in saying that the action Is but typi- 
cal of him. Those of ua who live 
will reniémber this aa one of the aplen- 
dtd things of the day, and an act that 
our regiment will be proud to remem- 
ber oa well.

''Unfoitunately it was fatal. Th< 
Boches by this time htUl tlio communi- 
cation trench, and apparently yoiii 
son, nor anyone else, knew it. At 
three in the afternoon I went down 
with my platoon in an endeavor to 
establish communications with our 
right. Following along the communica- 
tion trench we found one post of Qer- 
nians fin! these were ai-rrounded 
bombed and bayonetted, and we went 
on. I found that the communication 
trench w.is clear, although imder 
hea\'y fire. I made a trip well down 
to be certain, and I found your son in 
the trench a short distance below 
Maple Copse, which is Immediately 
In the rear of Sanctuary Wood. He 
was gone, killed instantly, I should 
judge. His face was unmarked and 
calm. « 

"Near by I found two Boches, killed 
by rifle fire, As they had been killed 
prior to my arrival, and I believe my- 
self to be one of the first through the 
cleared trench. I ean only surmise that 
your son met them in the trench. True 
to our traditions, there was no surren- 
dcr, and he died gloriously. I hud no 
opportunity to touch what small lie- 
longlnKS your son had In his pocket.s, 
as our wounded lay in dozens along 
the trench, and I was anxious to find 
a way out for them. Anything of this 
nature will be forwarded you from 
the regiment although some time may 
elapse before same arrives. As for the 
major portion of his belongings they 
were in his kit In the front line and 
were probably blown to atoms. ' 

"When I ng.Tin go to I'rancp, I shall 
t.Tkf iKiiiis to loralo ills Krav", and. If 
po.s.Kihle, pliotoKnipli it. I rciUizf- how 
Incotnfilete this priiip.iMr i.u, aiul only 
hope It at lea.st sp.ires you from un- 
certainly or Ignorance of his end. I 
cannot bring myself to remind you tif 
the splendor of such a death, for glory 
is an empty word to those who have 
paid the price, which you have. Your 
son was my friend, and almost every 
friend I had in the world Is up there 
in that tf)rlur('d wood with him. When 
I think of \hnm all. I realize that my 
only rons<i!;itiiiii i.s that they have 
played tlie game out to the end, 
crowning it all with a splendid sacri- 
fice. Ilelievi- me to he only too hap- 
py to ilo a nv thing In my power for 
you. and that I P'-main."

The Dtiuleiila of the third group will 
Immediately be divided into small 
squads, and will start their recruit 
drill unde^the Instructors of the Con- 
tingent. Those of the other two groups 
will be placed under the Instruction 
of the senior officers of the battalion 
with a view to brushing up their drill, 
and with the especial purpose of se- 
lectlnpT from these the fir.st batch of 
student officers and nun-commlsslon- 
cil officers. In thi.i WdV. by the end erf 
two or till' !• wi'clis tlio iTcriiitH will 
bo ready for company oiKiiiilzation. 
and the student officers and non- 
commissioned officers will be ready to 
take their places in tha companies. 

Company Organliatlen. 

The Battalion will be organized in 
four companies: A Company, composed 
of students in the Faculty of Medi- 
rine. fî Company, composed of stU- 
dent.H in the I''acuUy of Science. C 
Company, those in the I''aciilly of Arts, 
l> ("ompany, those in the Faculty of 
Law, the Theological Colleges, Grad- 
uates, etc. 

This organization has been adopted, 
after consultation with representative 
students. In the belief that It will lead 
to the highest efficiency. It la hoped 
that University' athletics and sports 
will be stimulated ,and that an inter- 
company cooipetitive aplrit wiU be de- 
veloped which wlU react on all stu- 
dent activities. 

Altendnnre at the regular drills and 
parades in olillpatory for all male 
British students of the nrst three Col- 
lege years who are deeUrert by the 
Medical Director of the University to 
be physically fit for the work.
